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MARKED-UP VERSION OF AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

In the Claims 

91 . (New) An isolated antigenic HLA-A3 binding peptide derived from a HIV-1 
protein having the following formula: 

XaaiXaa2Xaa3Xaa4Xaa 5 Xaa6Xaa7XaagXaa9Xaaio 

wherein Xaa 2 is Leu, Met, He, Val, Ser, or Thr, and Xaaio is Lys or Arg, and said isolated 
peptide provides lysis by cytotoxic T cells specific for a complex of said HLA molecule and said 
decapeptide. (SEP ID NO. 104) 
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
